It-is not ,only a great 
economic waste, but is also a men- 
ace to public health, particularly in 
the country and small towns where 
the milk is not pasteurized.

The engineer's estimate of the 


total cost of the new4reservoir was 
$75,000, including incidental 
ex- 


penses not included in the general 
contract on which bids were open- 
ed Wednesday. Knudson's bid, the 
lowest offered, was much more fav- 
orable than had 
been 
expected, 


however. 


Preliminary 
arrangements 
for 


the construction of the new fire- 
million gallon reservoir have been 
under way for several weeks. Com- 
missioner Schroeder received in- 
formation that the Rock Island will 
construct a switch track to deliver 
materials to the reservoir site as 
requested, and the ground 
has 


already been cleared. 


The site of the reservoir lies im- 


mediately ssouth. of the reservoirs 
already in use at the,A et.reet.pow- 
er and water station",'arid immed- 
iately east of the Rock Island right- 
of-way near there. Dimensions of 
the new basin will be 194 by 239 
feet, and its capacity, five million 
gallons, will make it the largest 
single water storage unit yet con- 
structed by the city. The present 
storage capacity in all reservoirs 
of the city is eight million gallons, 
which will be increased to thirteen 
miHion gallons on completion of 
the new unit. 


Construction will start 
shortly 


after the contract is let, probably 
Monday, 
according 
to 
present 


plans. Completion of the reservoir 
is set for June 1, 1925. 


Commissioner 
Schroeder 
has 


taken the immediate future and the 
distant future into consideration in 
planning the new reservoir. The 
facilities which it will afford for 
water storage noest summer will 
eliminate water supply difficulties 
when dry weather taxes the capac- 
ity of the Lincoln pumping stations

from the commission must be se- 
cured before the corporate identi- 
ties shall be merged the one with 
the other, or both into a third cor- 
poration; approval of the general 
details of physical amalgamation 
of the two properties before such 
merger of plants shall begin, which 
must be within a year or if longer 
commission approval must be had; 
and approval of any plan of consol- 
idation of balance sheets, property 
accounts o.r, operating statements 
of the twa, companies "oJ-itheir suc- 
cessors.

On the" "acceptance of these con- 


ditions, the Continental Gas & 
Electric corporation, owner of the 
gas comnay, is alowed to proceed 
to carry out the terms of the con- 
tract of sale and purchase sub- 
mitted as the first part of the com- 
plete plan. This contract is to buy 
the preferred stock at 50 cents 
cash on the dollar or 60 cents in 
stock of the Continental. 


The proceedings were the first 


begun under the new constitution, 
which requires 
commission 
ap- 


proval before any utility may con- 
solidate its stocks, property, fran- 
chise or earnings in whole or in 
part with any competing company. 


The commission 
was u n a n i - 


mously of the opinion that the gen- 
eral plan of complete ultimate con- 
solidation should receive its ap- 
proval, bottomed on the assump- 
tion that so rapidly as economy 
will justify, progress in comple* 
amalgamation shall be made. The 
mere purchase of a controlling in- 
terest, the order sets up, not fol- 
lowed by physical consolidation 
and corporate consolidation, would 
not justify its approval. 


The first step was a request that 


the commission approve the con- 
tract for the stock purchase. It 
was urged that this is a private 
transaction over which the com- 
mission has not jurisdiction, but 
the companies asked 'for it because 
until it was known whether the 
commission approved or not the in- 
tending purchaser was unwilling

Word, was received at the State 


House Wednesday morning of the 
death of Judge Guy T. Graves, well 
known 
Nebraska jurist, at his 


home in Fender, Neb. According 
to the message death came at 9 a. 
m. Judge Graves had served in 
Nebraska courts for a period of 
more than twenty-five years. He 
was sixty-one years of age. 


In the 
early 
eighties, Judge 


Graves was a Dakota county school 
teacher and he served part of one 
term as county superintendent, re- 
signing that office in 1885. 


The 
death 
of Judge Graves 


creates not only a vacancy on the 
non-partisan ballot but in the of- 
fice of judge of the district court. 
The district comprises 
the coun- 
ties of DIxon, Thurston, Dakota. 
and Cedar. It has only one judge. 
There is said to be immediate need 
of the appointment of a successor 
to care for pending litigation. Tbo 
vacancy in office occurred less 
than thirty days before election 
and under the amended constitu- 
tion the governor is authorized to 
appoint some one to serve for the 
unexpired term. The term expires 
in January.

that thus hang-over until the next 
year is only about 5 per cent, so 
there is a considerable possibility 
this fall of a small supplementary 
fall brood emerging late in October 
in southern Gage and Jefferson 
counties, from among these puparia 
now containing larvae. These may 
more or less infest the -wheat, even 
that sown on October 6, the an- 
nounced date recommended for 
seeding in those counties, or later. 
Since it is impossible to delay

Grundy, chairman of the ways and 
means committee of the republican 
national committee and on news- 
paper dispatches, declaring the re- 
publicans have started a campaign 
to raise "an enormous slush fund" 
to be expended in doubtful states.

OW can you know that your baby is really ill? 


[ The little thing can't talk, so what can meke 


you sure something is -wrong? 


Every mother studies her baby. Hhe knows Us 


moods, its mannerisms, its habits. She knows what 
the baby will do under given circumstances. 


Knowing the normal action of the child, it must 


be assumed that unusual symptoms are due to some 
disturbance in the even life of the infant. 
The 


mother must be alert to observe them. 


If there is discomfort or pain, or if fever is 


present, the best behaved and calmest of children will become restless. 
Even in sleep there may not be the unbroken quiet o£ normal repose.

GUILTY OF CHARGE 


Dr. Charles L. Egbert of Hastings 


Held for Manslaughter in the 


Second Trial Held at 


Hastings. 


HASTINGS!, Neb., Oct. 7—In the 


second trial of Dr. Charles L. Eg- 
bert, Hastings surgeon, on the 
charge of murdering by shooting 
his son-in-law, Charles R. Gordon, 
on February 21, 1923, the Jury 
brought in a verdict of manslaugh- 
ter at 4:55 Tuesday afternoon. 


-Doctor Egbert was first tried in 


June, last year, when the jury re- 
turned a verdict of second degree 
murder, and the surgeon was sen- 


fenced to filteen \ears in the neni- 
t h < - verdict and remanded the cat>e 
on the ground it was crroi to in- 
struct the jury that malice could 
be Inferred when there was oral 
testimony to the contrary. 


Such oral testimony was Riven 


by Doctor Egbert and by his daugh- 
ter, widow of the dead man, both 
of whom testified the shooting was 
accidental. The shooting was in the 
lesidence of the surgeon and only 
the doctor, his daughter and his 
son-in-law were piesent.

Egbert was in the county jail four 
months pending his first trial, tmt 
was admitted to ball by the su- 
preme court pending the second 
trial. Judge Blackledge piesided 
at the second trial and will pro- 
nounce sentence later.
